NEW HIGHWAY. 


The matter of examining into the advisibility of building a new highway 
from River Street to Main Street, as petitioned for by H. C. Lacy, H. F. Hodge 
and others, was left with your Selectmen, and they have come to the following 
conclusions. While they realize that there is a demand for a new street to open 
up building lots in town, they cannot advise that it be built in this place. First, 
on account of the land damage, for while the lot on River Street, where it is pro- 
posed to commence is not especially valuable, either the lot between Wilbur 
Webster’s and Mrs. M. E. Duncan’s, or that part west of Mrs. Duncan’s, is quite 
valuable for building, and the land damage for the lots at the ends and for those 
which the road would traverse would be more than the value of the lots to be. 
opened up would warrant. Second, this road would be quite expensive to build, 
as part of the land to be crossed is wet and difficult of drainage, and there are 
no cuts to be made to furnish material for filling. Third, a village street should 
be as straight as possible, and a street laid out in this place could not be made 
so. Therefore your Selectmen feel that they cannot recommend that a highway 
should be built in this place. They would suggest, although they do not recom- 
mend, that an outlet could be given Mr. Lacy by laying out a street about where 
his present right-of-way is located, between the houses of H. F. Hodgeand Mrs. 
Brigham, or one might be built beginning at the intersection of River and School 
Streets, on land of Mrs. Brigham, to a point in front of Mr. Lacy’s house, then, 
swinging toward the north, be continued across the land of Mr. Lacy and Mr. 
Hodge, to the land of Mr. Perkins, thus giving Mr. Hodge an outlet for any
